New Delhi, the 31st October, 1984 

G.S.R. 752(E).—Wherca.s a draft of the Preven¬ 
tion of Food Adulteration (Amendment) Rules, 
1982 was published as required by sub-setttion (i) of 
section 23 of the Prevention of Food Adulteration 
Act, 1954 (37 of 1954), with the notification of 
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Government of India in the Ministry of Health and 
Family Welfare CDepartment of Health) No. G-S.R. 
734(E} dated 7-12-1982 at pages I to 3 of the 
Gazette of India (Extraordinary) Part II, Section 3, 
Sub-section (i) dated 7-12-1982 for inviting objec¬ 
tions and suggestions from all persons likely to be 
affected thereby before the expiry of 90 days from 
the date on which the copies of the official Gazette 
in which the said notification was published were 
made available to the public; 

And whereas, it is considered desirable to repub¬ 
lish the said dr^t rules with some notifications again 
for infoipnation of all persons likely to be affected 
thereby; 

Now, therefore, the following draft, rules further 
to amend the Prevention of Food Adulteration 
Rules, 1955, which the Central Government proposes 
to make after' consultation with the Central Com¬ 
mittee for Food Standards, in exercise of the 
powers conferred by sub-section (1) of section 23 
of the said Act is hereby published as required by 
the said sub-section for information of all persons 
likely to be affected thereby, and notice is hereby 
given that the Said draft rules will be taken into 
consideration after the expiry of a period of 90 days 
from the date on which copies of the Gazette of 
India in which this notification is published are 
made available to the public. 

Any objection or suggestion which may be recei¬ 
ved from any person with respect to the said draft 
rules before the expiry of the period aforesaid will 
be considered by the Central Govemment. 

EiRAFT RUI-ES 

1. (i) These rules may be called the Prevention 
of Food Adulteration (Amendment) Rules, 1984, 

(2) They shall come into force on the dale of 
their final publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Prevention of Food Adulteration Rules, 
1955, (i) in rule 7, in sub-rule (3), for the word 
“deliver”, wherever it occurs, the words “send by 
registered post” shall be substituted; 

(ii) for rule 32, the following rule shall be sub¬ 
stituted, namely ;— 

“32. Contents of the of the label—Unless other¬ 
wise provided in these rules, every package contain¬ 
ing Food shall bear a label and there shall be speci¬ 
fied on every label,— 

(a) the name, trade name or description of 

food contained in the package. 

(b) the names of ingredients used in the pro¬ 

duct in descending order of composition by 
weight or volume as the case may be. 

Note: A specific name shall be used for ingredients 
in the list of ingredients except that— 

(i) for ingredients falling in the respective 
classes, the following class titles may be 
used ; namely :— 

Edible fats; Edible Oils; Spices and Con¬ 
diments; Effiblc Starches (except modified 
starches); 


(ii) for substances falling in the respective 
classes and appearing in the list of food 
additives permitted for use in foods gene¬ 
rally, the foUowing class titles may be used, 
namely, antioxidants • bleaching agents; 
omiulsifying and Stabilising agents; pre.scr- 
vatives ; ^iblc colours ; edible flavours and 
edible gums; 

(c) the name and complete address of the manu¬ 

facturer or importer or vendor or packer. 

(d) the net weight or number or measure or 
volume of content, as the circumstances 
may require, except in the case of biscuits, 
bread, confectionery and sweets where the 
weight may be expressed in terms of cither 
average not weight or minimum not weight. 

Note.—In declaring the net quantity of the commo¬ 
dity contained in a package, the weight of the wrap¬ 
pers and materials other than commodity shall ^ 
excluded : 

Provided that where a package contains a laigc 
number of small items of confectionery, 
each of which is separately wrapped and it 
is not reasonably practicable to exclude 
from the net weight of the commodity, the 
weight of such immediate wrappers of . all 
the items of the confectionery contained in 
the package, the net weight declared op the 
packa^ containing such confectionery or on 
the label thereof may include the weight of 
such immediate- wrappers, if, and only it, 
the total weight of such immediate wrappers 
does not exceed—-(il 8 per cent where such 
immediate wrapper is a waxed paper or any 
other paper with wax or aluminium foil 
under strip; or (ii) 6 per cent in the case 
of any other paper of the total net weight 
of all the items of confectionery Contained 
in their package minus the weight of im¬ 
mediate wrapper. 

(c) A distinctive batch number, or lot number 
or code number, the figure representing the 
batch number or lot number or code num¬ 
ber being preceded by the words “Batch 
No.” or “Batch” or ‘(Lot number” or “l-ot 
No.” or “Lot”, or any distinguishing pre- 
fixe : 

Provided that in case of canned food, the batch 
no. may be given at the bottom of the con¬ 
tainer but the words “Batch No, given at 
the bottom” shall appear on the body of 
the container. 

(f) the month and year in which the commodity 
is manufactured or pre-packed except that 
in case of bread, the date and month of its 
packing shall also be given : 

Provided that in case of package weighing not 
more than 20 gins, particulars under clause 
(b) need not be specified but such declara¬ 
tions shall be given on the label of multi¬ 
piece package cither on the label of multi- 
^ec© package or in a separate slip inside 
the multipiece package is such a manner 
that the same is readable ev'en without open¬ 
ing the package. 
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Provided further that in the case of carbonated 
water containers, and the packages of bis¬ 
cuits, confectionery and sweets, containing 
more thhn 60 gms, but not more than 12C 
gms. and other food packages weighing not 
more than 60 gjns, particulars under clauses 
(d) and (e) need not be specified. 

Provided also that in the case of package con¬ 
taining bread and milk fn bottles including 
sterilised .milk, particulars under danse te) 
need not be specified. 

Provided also that no declaraiion as to the rnoiith 
and year in which the commodity is manu¬ 
factured or pre-packed shall be required to 
be made on :— 

(i) any bottle containing liquid milk, liquid be¬ 
verage as an ingredient, soft drink and ready 
to serve food beVetage or the like which 
is returnable by th: consumer lor re-filling ; 

(ii) any package containing any uncanned vege¬ 

tables, fruits, ice-cream, butter. cheese, 
fish, meat or nny other like commodity. 

(iii) any food package where the net weight or 

measure of the commodity is twenty warns 
or twenty millilitres or less, if sold by 
weiglU or measure.

Explanation 11.—"Complete Address" means, in 
the case of a .company, the address at which hs 
registered office is situated, and, in any other case, 
the name of the street, number (if any) assigned to 
the premises of the manufacturer or packer, and 
either the name of the city and .state where the busi¬ 
ness is carried on by the maimfacturer or packer or 
the pin code. 

Explanation fTl.—batch number or code 
number or lot numper is a mark rrf identification by 
which the food can be traced in manufacture and 
Idehtified in distribution. 

Explanation IV. —-“Multipiece package” means a 
package* containing two or more individually pack¬ 
aged or labelled pieces of the same commodities of 
Identical qua) ‘ intended fpr retail sale either in 
individual pie^., packages as a whole.
